The Hoover Commission, was to have begun 
its functions on September 29, will investigate 
the operations of the Federal Government which 
are sharply in competition with private busi- 
ness. Many private lumber producers have been 
asking some very pointed questions about govern- 
ment-operated timbering programs on U.S. mili- 
tary stations. 


The extent of government lumbering enter- 
prises, and timber consumption, in its own 
enterprises was roughly suggested at the hear- 
ing of the Harden Subcommittee shortly before 
adjournment. Incidentally, the Harden Report 
is expected early in October. It will be the 
first document which thoroughly explores govern- 
ment in business. 


Timbering activities on military stations brought a sharp 
and vigorous protest from Leo V. Bodine, executive vice-president 
of the National Lumber Manufacturers Association. He wrote to 
Richard S. McArdle, chief of the Forest Service of the Department 
of Agriculture, and challenged McArdle's statement that one 
such program at the naval mine depot, Yorktown, Va., saved the 
government $82,000, and that the lumber harvest would have cost 
$41 a thousand feet at commercial rates. Mr. Bodine pointed 
out, as many others have pointed out in other industries, that 
the government's cost figures do not include capitalization, 
administration, logging. milling and other costs. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the U.S. entered into the debate 

when McArdle, in his reply, insisted that the Forest Service 

was not engaged in logging or sawmill operations except "in a 
minor way for experimental purposes, in emergencies, or in ex- 
ceptional circumstances". The McArdle statement was curious 

in the light of the testimony produced in the Harden hearings 
where the magnitude of the operations of the Forest Service 

plus the military, plus almost every other major agency of the 
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government, was staggering. The Chamber of Commerce of the U.S. 
put itself on record in declaring that it feels the government 
has a responsibility to make sure that good forestry and con- 
servation practices, are following on the military stations. But, 
it stressed heavily, this responsibility should not be extended 
to the assumption of a responsibility to make recommendations and 
to place the government in competition with private enterprise. 
Practically all the important trade organizations in the country 
are preparing to present facts and figures, as they know then, 
before the Hoover Commission and in further hearings of the 
Harden Subcommittee. The subject of Federal Government in 
business looms as probably the second in importance in the next 
session of Congress. 


Another industry which has been very hard hit by govern- 
ment in business is the paint industry. The General Counsel Dan 
Boland, of the National Paint, Lacquer and Varnish Association, 
together with Clarence Slocum and Paul Kroll, officers of the 
association, appeared before the Harden Committee. It was 
brought out that the Navy's paint factory on Mare Island has 
been in operation since 1908, and represents an investment of 
$500,000, while the paint factory at Norfolk, Va., represents an 
investment of $250,000, and has been in existence since 1902. 

It was estimated that the Navy's investment in paint production 
runs well over a million dolars, while other agencies, of course, 
also have investments of varying magnitude. The figures cover- 
ing other agencies have not yet been made available. 


The association estimates that government trespass upon 
the paint business has cut the industry's returns by 50%. The 
committee investigator made strenuous efforts to discover where 
the Navy got the money to support the paint business, but all 
it could uncover was the fact that it had a revolving fund. 

The revolving fund was provided by Congress in perfectly normal 
appropriations; but Congress did not know it was supplying 
capital to run a paint industry that is making such inroads on 
private industry. The comment by those who try to understand 
where the Navy gets its authority to use the funds, and its 
authority to engage in a full time paint industry, ran them 
into an area so hazy that they could make no sense of the cir- 
cumstances. These are the factors and phases which the Hooover 
Commission is expected to explore with a microscope. This time 
the Hoover Commission has far greater power to do something 
about government agencies that are not operating "according to 
Hoyle" than it had the last time it functioned. 


In the matter of wooden boxes, the National Wooden Box 
Association reports that the Army has inaugurated a survey to 
determine the comparative costs of government-manufactured boxes 
and the cost of procurement from private industry. The state- 
ment came from Harold M. Lovelace of the Office of the Assistant 
Chief of Staff. The Army cost accountants will include depre- 
ciation and insurance in their computations. Mr. Lovelace also 
confirmed that it cost $30 million a year to operate Army box 
and crate plants. He volunteered that in Continental U.S. the 
74 depots of the Army, 16 Air Force depots and 32 Navy major 
supply distribution points each operates a box and crate shop.

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decide whether to terminate the manufacture of boxes by Army 
depots. The Air Force and the Navy also are considering whether 
or not it would be wise to terminate their box manufacturing 
activities. The Chamber of Commerce of the U.S. points out that 
such statements as a rule mean next to nothing. They are made 
to take care of momentary interest; behind them is the expecta- 
tion that most of the excitement will subside and everything 
will be forgotten. 


Incidentally, the National Wooden Box Association reports 
current output of boxes and shook throughout the nation is ap- 
proximately at the 1952 level with prospects of some gains over 
one year ago during the third quarter. Numerous box plants, 
engaged in the production of ammunition boxes, have reported 
decreased prospects for new business; but no basic changes have 
been made, as yet, in ammunition loading schedules as a result 
of the Korean armistice. Orders are expected any day from the 
Pentagon looking toward drastic reduction in ammunition sche- 
dules, assuming that no major changes occur in the immediate 
future in the Korean situation. 


What happened to typical wood frame houses that were ex- 
posed to the explosions at the Nevada Proving Grounds last 
March is revealed in a report prepared by Richard G. Kimbell 
and John Fies, of the National Lumber Manufacturers Association. 
They found that a house which is within 3500 feet of the explo- 
sion must be designed to resist forces in excess of 1000 pounds 
per square foot if it is to survive without major damage. They 
point out that no American building is designed for more than 
a fraction of such a load. They found that a normal wood frame 
house, at 3500 feet from the point of explosion, will collapse, 
but the debris that falls into the basement will be of a 
character, and so distributed, that simple personnel shelters 
will be adequate to prevent bodily injury, and provide access 
for rescue. They also found unless the building is exposed to 
fire from other sources, a white frame building is not expected 
to burn. Any slight surface charring can be expected to cease 
before the shock wave reaches the building. Glass and open 
areas through walls should be protected with reflectives to 
prevent thermal radiation igniting contents within the building. 
The integration of parts and the resiliency of wood under in- 
pact forces prevents disintegration of the structure into a 
compacted mass of heavy rubble. In the case of a building 75CO 
feet from the explosion it was found that a well constructed 
wood frame house can be expected to retain its integrity as a 
house with some structural damage which can be repaired by simple 
replacements or reinforcements. They suggest at this distance 
floor and roof construction damage will be minimized if openings 
through walls of areas above and below are of adequate size and 
substantially equal in area. There was no deleterious effect 
from radiant heat on white surfaces. It is suggested brittle 
interiors wall and ceiling facings can be expected to suffer 
severe damage. The satisfactory performance of the wood facing 
on the exterior indicates the desirability of also using wood 
on the interior walls and ceilings. Windows and doors may be 
expected to be a near total loss. Glass will shatter and be 
hazardous to occupants due to fragmentation. Metal Venetian 
blinds add to flying debris hazards.

Early in October Assistant Air Force Secretary Roger Lewis 
conferred with officials of aircraft manufacturing plants called 
to Washington to advise them of modifications in the production 
program. He told them "there would be a plateau" in plane pro- 
duction. At least 1000 aircraft—including F-86 Sabrejets, F-84 
Thunderites and B-47 Jet Bombers—were among the planes ordered 


cut. 


The long-discussed trade practice rules for the cedar chest 
manufacturing industry will be issued towards the end of Septen- 
ber. Those who are interested in the detailed rules may obtain 
a copy of the Order by writing to the Public Relations Section, 
Federal Trade Commission, Washington 25, D.C. 


The lending functions of the RFC go to the Small Business 
Administration on the first of October. Late in September the Small 
Business Administration will announce a firm small business loan 
policy. The SBA has been under heavy bombardment for exact 
information from thousands of business men and from than 140 
members of Congress. The interest was aroused by the declara- 
tion of SBA's administrator that there would be little direct 
lending, but that SBA would cooperate in securing loans for 
small business people from banks. Incidentally it is interesting 
that among the very last business loans made by RFC was one of 
$50,000 to the Devoe Lumber Co., Inc., of Somers, Mont. 


SDPA made its final report to the President and Congress 
summarizing what it had done during its 2l months existence. 
It helped 2,197 small business firms to secure contracts total- 
ing $591.9 million in value. Through RFC it secured for small 
business 411 loans totaling $51 million. It is particularly 
interesting that four-fifths of these loans went to borrowers 
with less than 100 employees. The report points out the net 
sales of larger corporations reached nearly 40% from the pre- 
Korea level, while those of small corporation gained less than 
25%. In the first quarter of 1953, a sharp drop reduced the 
small corporations' advance to a net gain of only 12% while 
sales of large corporations declined only one point. 


Word has reached here that there is great interest in the 
Cornell kitchen, which was developed after several years of 
research by State and Federal Agencies and finally by the 
Cornell University Housing Research Center, in collaboration 
with Reynolds Metals,General Electric, Sears Roebuck and the 
Monsanto Chemical Co., and the Cooperative GFL Exchange, Inc. 
Although not yet in production it is expected to be the main 
influence in future engineered kitchens. 


Natural wood finish ranked as top choice with families 
who saw an exhibit of the Cornell kitchen units. Glen H. Beyer, 
director of the University's Housing Research Center, and 
editor of the report, conducted a poll among a thousand 
families and found 40% indicated a preference for kitchen 
cabinets with natural wood finish. The remainder were divided 
among those who preferred cabinets finished in color and those 
who preferred cabinets finished in white. Cabinet makers are 
already turning out cabinets into which the new waist-high 
ovens, broilers and refrigerator units can be fitted.

The brief descriptions in this glossary have been compiled from several sources 
and are intended to explain terms used most generally in the finishing industry.

abrasion resistance—That property of a 
surface which resists being worn away 
by a rubbing or friction process. Abra 
sion resistance is not necessarily re- 
lated to hardness as believed by some, 
but is more closely comparable to, or 
can be correlated with, toughness. 


abrasive—A substance used for wearing 
away a surface by friction. Powdered 
pumice, rottenstone, sandpaper, steel 
wool and rubbing compound are some 
of the abrasives used for rubbing 
enamel, varnish and lacquer surfaces 


absorption—The act of taking up, or 
assimilation, of one substance by an 
other. Do not confuse absorption with 
adsorption, which is a surface phenom 
enon 


accelerate—To hasten or quicken the 
natural progress of an event or series 
of events. The drying of finishing ma 
terials is accelerated by an increase 
of temperature 


acetates—A group of organic solvents 
used in making lacquers derived from 
the reaction of alcohols with

adsorption——-A type of adhesion which 
occurs at the surface of a solid or 
liquid in contact with another medium, 
thus allowing an increased number of 
molecules of the gas or liquid to be 
come attached to the surface of the 
solid at the point of contact. 


adulteration——The act of substituting one 
substance in whole or part for another. 


aging— Allowing to stand undisturbed 
for an extensive period in order to de- 
velop certain characteristics. Some 
materials improve upon aging, while 
others have a tendency to lose their 
value. 


air drying—A finishing material is said to 
be air drying when it is capable of 
hardening or curing at ordinary room 
temperature, i.e., 60 to 80 degrees F. 


alcohol—In the finishing material in- 
dustry the term is generally under- 
stood to mean denatured alcohol, or 
ethyl alcohol 


The name usually applied to 
petroleum products derived from a 
paraffin base crude oil, and some- 
times called ‘‘straight chain hydr« 
carbons.” 


aliphatic 


alkyd—A synthetic resin which is made 
by the reaction of a polybasic acid, 
such as phthalic, maleic or succinic 
acid, with a polyhydric alcohol, such 
as glycerine. Vegetable oils, fatty acids 
and other resins are often used as 
modifying agents 


alligatoring— The appearance of a paint, 
varnish or lacquer film that is cracked 
into large segments, resembling the 
hide of an alligator. Caused by heavy 
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coats, by recoating before bottom coat 
is completely dry, by the use of thin 
ners that evaporate too quickly or by 
a less elastic material applied over a 
more elastic one 


aluminum paint—Aluminum pigment 
consisting of fine ly divided aluminum 
particles in flake form suspended in 
a suitable vehicle, usually of the long 
oil varnish type. Chief uses are for 
structural painting 


yellowish translucent 
used in the manufacture of 
varnish but now very scarce and ex 
pensive. The term is also used to re 
fer to the color of a resin or varnish 


amber—A resin 


formerly 


amyl acetate—A colorless, inflammable 
liquid with a banana-like odor which 
is used as a high boiling lacquer sol 
vent to decrease blushing and to slow 
up the evaporation rate. 


amyl! alcohol—A colorless, medium boil 
ing alcohol obtained from fusel oil and 
used as a solvent in the manufacture 
of lacquers and spirit varnishes. 


anhydrous—Containing no water, e 
pecially water of crystallization 


animal oil—An oi! obtained from animal 
tissues. The only drying or 
drying animal oil is that obtained from 
certain species of fish 


emi 


aniline colors—Colors made from aniline 
oil or coal tar derivatives, used in the 
manufacture of wood stains. Aniline 
dyes are made in different grades to 
be soluble in water, alcohol or hydr« 

carbons and are called ‘‘water colors,’’ 
‘spirit colors’’ and “‘oil colors’’ re 
spectively 


anti-oxidant—A material which, when 
added to a varnish or an oil, allows the 
oxidation to progress to the desired 
stage and then retards subsequent oxi 
dation thus extending the life of the 
film 


antique finish—A finish that is designed 
to give the appearance of age to the 
article being finished, usually achieved 
by high lighting the parts that would 
normally receive the greatest wear

Blisters or bubbles 
may also occur on a dry surface, in 
which case moisture has subsequently 
entered through some indirect source, 
such as poor joints in careless car 
pentry work 


bloom—A bluish fluorescent cast which 
forms on the surface of some films 
Blooming is caused by the deposition 
of a thin film of foreign materials 
such as smoke, dust or oil 


blueing—Same as bloom 


blushing—The formation of a white or 
grayish cast in a spirit varnish, shellac 
or lacquer film during the drying 
period.

brushability——The ease with which a ma 
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terial can be applied with a brush

brush graining—A process of staining on 
top of prepared, opaque grounds. The 
finished effect is clean, bright and at 
tractive, without any attempt to imi 
tate the grain and figure of any wood 
in detail 


-~Marks of the brush that 
remain in the dried film. Caused by 
working with the material after its 
solvents have evaporated to the point

buffer coat—A coat of finishing material 
applied over another dried film to pro- 
tect it from the solvent action of the 
succeeding coats. 


building coat—A finishing material, usu- 
ally of a transparent nature, used over 
the sealer or color coats and under the 
finishing coats to increase the fullness 
of the finished work. 


burn—A finishing material is ‘‘burned’’ 
when the dried film is rubbed too 
strenuously with insufficient  lubri- 
cant causing the finish to soften and 
stick to the rubbing pad 


burning in—The process of repairing 
scratches and damaged spots in a 
finish by melting stick shellac or simi- 
lar compounds into the defect by 
means of a heated knife 


caking—The formation of a cake of var- 
nish or lacquer on the rubbing pad 
during the rubbing operation. Caused 
by improperly dried varnish, not 
enough lubricant, too much pressure 
on the rubbing pad, too fine or hard 
felt in the pad, inferior pumice, dirt 
in the varnish, surface and similar 
causes. 


carnauba wax—One of the hardest waxes 
in use. 


case hardening—The condition that oc- 
curs when a finishing material dries 
hard on top and remains more or less 
soft and mushy underneath instead of 
drying thoroughly throughout the film. 
Sometimes caused by relative humidity 
of the atmosphere being too low. Case 
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hardening may result in checking, 
cracking and alligatoring when the 
underneath portion of the film finally 
becomes hard. 


casein—A non-crystalline solid obtained 
from miik, soya beans and similar 
sources. Mostly used in the paint in 
dustry as the binder in water paints 


catalyst—A substance which usually ac- 
celerates or changes the speed of a 
chemical reaction by taking part in 
the reaction, but which is formed again 
as a reaction product. Driers, for in 
stance, act as a catalyst in the oxi 
dation of vegetable oils 


checking—Similar to alligatoring, except 
that the finish is broken into smaller 
segments. Crowfoot checking is the 
name given to the defect when the 
breaks in the film form a definite three 
prong pattern with the breaks running 
outward from a central point of in 
tersection. When the checks are gen 
erally arranged in parallel lines, the 
defect is known as line checking. Ir 
regular checks without a definite pat 
tern are known as irregular checking 


chipping——The condition which obtains 
when a dried film of finishing material 
separates from the underneath surface 
in the form of flakes or chips. Usually 
caused by insufficient elasticity or 
improper adhesion to the base ma 
terial. 


clear tone—A finish is said have a clear 
tone when it is transparent and ha 
no sign of muddiness. 


close drying—A material is said to be 
close drying when it does not show 
much fullness or body on the work 
before rubbing. The rubbing operation 
often brings out the true fullness of 
the dried film. 


clouding—Similar to ‘‘blooming.”’ A loss 
of luster with the accompanying ap 
pearance of a cloudy film on the sur 
face. 


cloudy—When a finishing material is 
turbid, due to the suspension of finely 
divided solid particles.

coat—As a verb, to cover or apply; as a 
noun, the amount of finishing material 
applied to a surface during one or 
more applications. 


cold checking—Checks or cracks which 
appear in the dried film when it is 
subjected to repeated sudden and ap 
preciable reductions in temperature. 
Materials can be formulated with high 
tensile strength to resist cold checking 


color varnish—A semi-transparent or 
translucent varnish containing colored 
pigments or dyes but not in sufficient 
amounts to be opaque or solid cover- 
ing. 


complementary colors Contrasting or 
opposite colors. The mixture of any 
two primary colors is the complement 
of the third primary 


covering power—the capacity of any pig 
mented finishing material to hide the 
color of the material beneath it and 
to produce a uniform, opaque surface 
when applied in one coat 


crocker jack rub—When a dried film is 
given only a slight rub, just enough 
to dull the luster, it is sometimes 
spoken of as a cracker jack rub. 


cracking—An _ intensified or advanced 
stage of checking or crazing whereby 
the breaks in the film are so deep as 
to expose the underlying surface. 


crackle finish—A novelty finish, usually 
produced by applying a heavily pig 
mented, intensely shrinking top coat 
of lacquer over a longer, more elastic 
bottom coat of lacquer, by which the 
top coat cracks and pulls apart in a 
more or less definite pattern to expose 
the underlying coat in the cracks 
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crazing—The appearance of minute, in- 
terlacing cracks or checks on the sur 
face of a dried film or finishing ma 
terial 


crawling——The tendency of a liquid 
draw up into drops or globules as a 
result of an abnormally high degree 
of surface tension 


crinkling—Descriptive of the shrivelling 
or crinkling of the fatty or thick edge 
of the dried film of finishing material 


cripples—Finished work that does not 
pass inspection due to imperfections 
in the finish, and consequently must 
be touched-up or refinished 


cut—The pounds of resin added to each 
gallon of solvent, such as a four pound 
cut of shellac, which is four pounds 
of dry shellac dissolved in one gallon 
of alcohol. 


cutting up—Cutting up takes place when 
one coating softens another one that 
was apparently hard and dry before 
application of the second coat. 


deadening—When a finish loses its luster 
after being applied for sometime or 
when exposed to outside weather con 
ditions, and appears to dull 


depth of finish—The apparent thickness 
of the dried film of finishing material 
due to its smoothness, clarity, bril 
liance and luster, as well as the actual 
film thickness 


disintegration—To break apart, pulverize 
or destroy by separation into small 
particles. The complete breaking down 
of the dried film of finishing material 
is spoken of as disintegration 


drierp—Any catalytic material which 
when added to a vegetable or marine 
animal drying or semi-drying oil ac 
celerates the drying or hardening of 
the film. Driers are usually in the 
form of organic salts of lead, cobalt, 
manganese and zinc, such as naph 
thenates, resinates and linoleates 


dry—Free from liquid, containing no

guide coot—A coat of different color 
than the other surfacing coats which 
serves as a guide in rubbing or sand- 
ing operations to help obtain a smooth 
surface without sanding through to 
the underlying wood 


hair lines—Thoat phenomenon manifest 
in coatings by fine lines in the paint 
film. It is really a form of incipient 
checking and is usually caused by sud 
den temperature changes or by 
weathering 


hardness— That property of a dried film 
of finishing material which causes it 
to withstand denting or being marked 
when pressure is exerted on its surface 
by an outside object or force. 


haze—tThe dullness of a surface that 
prevents a clear reflection of light 
Usually caused by partial precipitation 
of one or more ingredients during the 
drying period. Often removed by 
polishing or cleaning. 


heat convertible resin—A resin which is 
changed to an infusible and insoluble 
mass by action of heat 


heaving—The slight swelling or raising 
of the surface caused by partial soften- 
ing of the undercoat by the solvents 
in the succeeding coat 


heavy body—A general term denoting a 
relatively high viscosity in the liquid 
state or the deposition of a film of 
great thickness before drying. 


heavy coat—A generous or excessive 


coat of finishing material. 


high light——The lighter colored or more 
transparent portions of a finish, such 
as on furniture, that has been pur 
posely made uneven in color to simu- 
late worn spots. Usually obtained by 
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wiping off a portion of the stain while 
wet 


hue—The specific quality distinguishing 
one color from another such as 
green, blue. It is also the effect re 
sulting from the admixture of a small 


proportion of one color with another 


red, 


impact test——A test for determining the 
resistance to shattering of a dried 
film by dropping a weight onto the 
finish 


incompatible—Not capable of being 
mixed together without impairing the 
properties of the material 
being Usually results in a 
separation of solid particles, cloudi 
ness or turbidity

infrared—Rays that are longer than vi 
sible red light rays and are felt a 
heat.

are condensation products of formal 
dehyde and melamine. They are char 
acterized by high heat resistance, high 
speed of conversion and stability of 
color.

methyl alcohol—The chemical term for 
wood alcohol, obtained by the destruc 
tive distillation of wood or synthetically 
by combining carbon monoxide and 
hydrogen under pressure by the aid 
of a catalyst 


mica—A mineral silicate that readily 
separates into thin sheets When 
powdered, it is sometimes used as an 
inert pigment in paint products 


micrometer—A device for measuring the 
thickness of pigments 


micron——One thousandth of a millimeter 
The standard unit of size in measuring 
the particle size of pigments and simi 
lar materials 


milking—-When excessive varnish is ap 
plied on an upright surface it tends 
to form a heavy, fatty edge at the 
bottom of the work. When this heavy 
accumulation is removed by wiping 
with the finger, the process is known 
as milking 


milky—Having the appearance of milk 
or showing some whitness, as when 
water is mixed with varnish or when 
a dried transparent film starts to turn 
white from moisture. 


mistcoat—A coat of thinner, or of thinner 
and a small amount of color, applied 
as a final coat to increase flow and

mobility——Another expression for fluidity; 
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the reciprocal of viscosity: the ease 


with which a material flows 


moisture—Very finely divided particles 
of water, present to a moderate degree 
in the air or in a material 


moisture blush—Clouding of the lacquer 
film through precipitation of moisture 
in the film The moisture may be 
contained in the ingredients of the 
lacquer, or may be precipitated from 
the atmosphere. Constant temperature 
and constant low humidity in the 
finishing room will help prevent this 


moisture repellent—-The property of re 
sisting the passage of moisture through 
a dried film of finishing material 


monkey—When a batch of varnish gels 
or becomes solid during the cooking 
operation it is said to monkey and a 
spoiled batch is called a monkey. 


muddy—tLacking a bright, clear, trans 
parent appearance, when speaking of 
clear materials. A muddy color is one 
having a trace of brown in it which 
takes away the purity or brightness 
of the color 


mulling—The act of thoroughly mixing 
pigments and liquids together either 
by hand, as in a pestle and mortar, or 
by passing the mixture through a mix 
ing machine. 


naphtha—An indefinite term denoting 
hydrocarbons such as the lighter frac 
tions of petroleum and coal tar. Usu 
ally used in conjunction with adjective 
that signifies the fraction, as V.M 
& P. Naphtha, “coal tar naphtha,”’ 
solvent naphtha,” etc 


natural colors—Inorganic pigments de 
rived from nature as contrasted to 
manufactured or synthetic pigments 


notural resins—The hardened sap of 
trees, used in the manufacture of var 
nish, as distinguished from synthetic 
resins 


naval stores—The products of the sap 
of the pine tree—rosin, turpentine and 
pine oil principally. 

neutral—Neither acid nor alkaline, there-

organic colors—Pigments of animal, 
vegetable or dyestuff origin. 


over baked—<An overly hard or brittle 
film or one which is badly discolored 
by the application of too much heat, 
for too long a period 


overtone—The mass color, self color or 
top color as exhibited by reflected light 
as contrasted to the undertone that 
may show through the main color. 


oxidize—To unite with oxygen 


pale—Lacking color intensity. 


paper marking—Furniture often wrapped 
in paper may have marks left on it if 
it has been wrapped before properly 
dry 


paraffin oil—A light gravity mineral oil 
often used as a lubricant for sanding 
or rubbing a dried film of finishing 
material 


paste—A stiff plastic mixture of pigment

phenol— Another name for carbolic acid

pigment—The fine, solid particles used 
for color or other properties in the 
manufacture of paint and enamel 


pigment stains—Those stains which get 
their color primarily from pigment:

pill—tThe soft ball produced by chilling 
varnish when the resin and oil have 
been thoroughly combined before thin 
ning 


pine oil—A naval stores product 

pinholing or pitting—The appearance of 
fine pimply defects in a dried film, due 
to bubbles or other causes, which re 
sult in small holes in the film after the 
tops have been removed by rubbing 
or sanding 


plasticizer—-A softening material added 
to lacquers or other compounds to im 
part elongation, elasticity and flexi 
bility. 


polish—tThe act of increasing the luster 
of the dried film of a finishing ma 
terial by friction, or the material used 
for producing high luster.

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pull outs—Smal! holes that are caused 
by rubbing dirt nibs or other defects 
out of a dried film of finishing mate 
rial 


pulling under the brush——The resistance

pumice stone—-A powdery substance of 
volcanic origin used as an abrasive in 
rubbing the dried film of finishing ma 
terials. 


purity—Freedom from adulteration. 


putty—A pasty material consisting of

pyroxylin—Another name for nitrocellu

quantitative analysis—An analysis to de 
termine the amounts and kinds of 
compounds or elements present 


quick drying—A material which dries in

receding colors—Colors that give an il 
lusion of withdrawing into distance 
They are usually the cooler shades of 
blue or green 


red lead—An orange red pigment used to 
a considerable extent for making 
primers or first coats for metals 


reduce——To lower the viscosity of a ma 
terial or to thin it by the addition of a 
solvent, thinner, varnish, oil, etc 


refined—Purified 


reflection—The act of a surface throwing 
back light, heat, etc., in substantially 
its original form. Rough surfaces re- 
flect in a multitude of directions. 
Smooth, brightly polished or glossy sur 
faces, reflect clearly and sharply at 
the same angle to the surface as the 
angle at which the light or heat con- 
tacted the surface 


reflectometer—An instrument for mea- 
suring the luster or sharpness of re 
flection of a finished surface. 


relative humidity——The scientific method 
for expressing the amount of moisture 
in the air. It is expressed in percen- 
tage and is an indication of the pro- 
portional amount of moisture that 
could be absorbed or held at that tem- 
perature. 


resin—A solid or semi-solid organic ma 
terial, either of vegetable origin or 
synthetic derivation 


retarder—-A slowly evaporating solvent 
which decreases the evaporation rate 
or slows up the drying of lacquers and 
similar materials 


ribs—Raised ridges in the finish caused 
by heavy brush marks that were not 
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removed by sanding or rubbing before 
the final coat was applied 


rich—-Vivid, deep, or abundant in spe- 


cial qualities 


roller mill—Also called roll mill. A paint 
mill consisting of hardened steel rolls 
which revolve in opposite directions at 
various rates of speed 


rosin—The resinous material obtained 
from the various pine trees and con 
taining principally abietic acid. 


rottenstone——A soft, siliceous limestone 
in pulverized form used as an abra 
sive and polishing agent for dried films 
of finishing materials. Also known as 


tripoli 


rubbing—The act of applying mechan 
ical friction, usually in conjunction 
with an abrasive and a lubricant, to a 
film of finishing material to bring it 
to a level, smooth surface, to deaden 
the luster, to remove specks of dirt or 
for similar purposes 


rubbing block—-A block of felt, some 
times mounted on a wooden block, 
used in connection with an abrasive, 
and a lubricant for rubbing dried films 
of finishing materials 


rubbing oil—A pale, medium heavy min 
eral oil used with pumice stone or 
other abrasives as a lubricant for rub 
bing the dried film of finishing ma 
terials. 


rubbing varnish—A varnish that is so 
constructed as to withstand rubbing 
with an abrasive and a lubricant with 
in a reasonable time after being ap 
plied 


runs—Defects in a dried film caused by

sandpaper—-A paper coated with an 
abrasive material which is used for 
surfacing wood, metal or finishing ma 
terials 


sandy—-A term used to describe the 
roughened surface of a finishing ma- 
terial caused by unground pigment 
particles, skins, dirt or similar foreign 
bodies 


satin finish——A finish with a luster sim 
ilar to that of satin—between a full 
gloss and a semi-gloss luster. 


scaling—-A term used to describe the 
cobwebby appearance of varnish when 
the top coat has been rubbed through, 
showing the next coat of varnish un- 
derneath. The term also describes an 
aggravated form of flaking, in which 
large pieces of the dried finishing ma 
terial come off and expose the bare 
surface below 


sealer—Any finishing material which is 
applied with the primary purpose of 
stopping the absorption of succeeding 
coats. 


secondary colors—A mixture of any two 
primary colors 


seeding—The formation of grains of un- 
dissolved resin in a varnish or lacquer 
or the formation of pigment aggre- 
gates from small individual particles 
in a paint caused by severe chilling or 
improper thinners 


semi-gloss—A luster about half way be- 
tween a full gloss and a dead flat 


setting up time—The time required for 
the intial stage of drying of a finish- 
ing material, whereby it has lost its 
ability to flow, but is still soft and 
plastic. 


settling—The separation of a pigment 
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or other solid ingredient from a coat 
ing material upon standing. 


set to touch—The initial stage of drying 
when sufficient solvents have evapor- 
ated to allow the film to harden t 
where it can be touched lightly with 
out adhering to the finger. 


shade—-A term descriptive of a lightne 
difference between surface colors, the 
other attributes of color being essen 
tially constant. 


sharp dryer—A term applied to finish 
ing materials which dry quickly and 
completely all the way through the film 
without a mushy effect. 


sheary—A finishing material is sheary 
when it is not uniform in luster after 
being applied and dried. 


shellac—The resinous material secreted 
by an insect which feeds upon the 
twigs of certain trees in India. It i 
soluble in alcohol to form liquid shel 
lac which is used as a sealer and fin 
ishing material for wood 


shellac substitute—A spirit varnish made 
by dissolving various resins in dena- 
tured alcohol or other solvents to pro- 
duce a coating that has choracteristic: 
similar to those of shellac varnish 


short—Lacking toughness or elasticity 
A dried film is short when it is brittle 
An undried material is short when it i 
crumbly or does not flow easily 


short oil varnish—A _ varnish relatively 
high in resin content, usually less than 
10 gallons of oil per 100 pounds of 
resin, 


shrinkage—The disruption of the level 
plane of a finished surface with age, 
whereby the thickness of film appears 
to diminish or the luster dies away. 
Usually caused by repeated slight 
movements of the wood or of under- 
neath coats of material. 


silking—The term applied to parallel 
hair-like striations showing in coated 
films. 


size—A liquid coating used to seal a 
porous surface and prevent subsequent

skin—-A tough layer of skin formed on 
the surface of a paint or varnish 
caused by exposure to the air. 


skips—Uncoated parts of a surface which 
have unintentionally been left bare.

spirit stain——A stain made by dissolving 
a dye in alcohol 


spirit varnish——-A varnish made by dis 
solving resin in alcohol or other vola- 
tile solvents in such a way that the 
varnish dries by evaporation rather 
than by oxidation or polymerization 


split—When a finishing material separ 
ates into two or more distinct parts 
upon standing, it is said to split. 


spotting—The formation of small off 
color areas on a finished surface. 


spraying—The act of applying a ma 
terial by means of compressed air 
through a spray gun in such a man- 
ner as to break up the material into 
a fine mist and to blow it onto the 
work 


spreading rate—The number of square 
feet of surface that can be covered 
with a gallon of a given finishing ma 
terial by a given method of applica 
tion, one coat 
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stabilizer—Any substance added to a 
coating material to make it more 
stable in the package or while being 
applied 


staining—The act of changing the color 
of wood without disturbing the tex- 
ture or markings, through the appli- 
cation of transparent or semi-trans- 
parent liquids made from dyes, finely 
divided pigments or chemicals. 


stippled finish—A finish with a slightly 
roughened or pebbled surface produced 
by pounding the material with the 
ends of the bristles in a stiff brush, or 
by any other suitable means, while 
the material is still wet. 


strength—The relative tinting or hiding 
power of a colored finishing material. 


striking in—The defect produced by a 
coat of finishing material softening 
and partially penetrating an under 
neath coating. 


string—A finishing material is said to 
string when a partially hardened film 
of it stretches out to a thin thread 
when pulled instead of snapping off

sugar of lead—tThe familiar name for 
lead acetate, used as a drier in the 
manufacture of varnish. 


surface—One is said to surface the work 
when he rubs or sands it to a smooth 
level plane 


surface drying—When a coating dries 
on top, but remains relatively soft on 
the bottom, it is said to surface dry. 


surfacer—Any finishing material that is 
used to produce a smoother surface 


surface tension—The inherent molecular 
attraction in liquids which causes them 
to try to diminish their surface area 
and thereby exhibit properties resem- 
bling those of a stretched elastic mem 
brane 


sweating—When a coating becomes 
more or less glossy again after being 
dull rubbed, it is said to sweat.

A Review of 1953

National Paint 
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THE preparation and availability of low 
viscosity cellulose nitrate in the middle 


resulted in the wide use of 
lacquers for furniture finishing. The 
production of low viscosity cellulose 
acetate-butyrate is now a fact and it 
may be an equally important stimulus 
to certain types of finishes. Among the 
advantages of cellulose acetate-butyrate 
are its greater resistance to burning and 
to ultraviolet light. 


twenties 


Ultraviolet light is one of the causes 
of darkening of many kinds of wood. 
A chemical that may be added to clea 
lacquer to prevent this darkening has 
been found. However, this chemical 
does not seem to prevent bleaching of 
some kinds of wood. Also, it imparts a 
very slight yellowness to the lacquer, 
and this effect tends to limit its use to 
woods whose color matches that of the 
lacquer. 


This year has seen a strong revival 
of interest in fire-retardant finishes for 
wood. Most paints and varnishes possess 
more fire resistance than the wood on 
which they are used. Or at least they 
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Assistant Director, Scientific 


Varnish and Lacquer 
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cover up the fuzz and splinters on many 
raw wood surfaces and thus retard the 
attack of fire. However, in many build- 
ings, even greater resistance is desired, 
particularly for interiors. It is desirable 
to have paints that not only do not add 
to the flammability of wood, but to have 
those that give positive protection 


A symposium during a recent meeting 
of the American Chemical Society dealt 
with several aspects of this subject. A 
complete review of the role of various 
ingredients and methods of testing fire- 
retardant paints was covered. The best 
paints are those that puff up into a 
solid foam when attacked by fire This 
puff insulates the painted object from 
the fire and may last until the fire burns 
out or until someone puts it out. For a 
long time, the best puffing type paints 
were rather sensitive to water; were not 
suitable for exterior surfaces or for in- 
terior that 
dampness. However, chemists are find- 


surfaces were subject to 
ing ways to overcome this deficiency, 
and water-resisting types are being de- 


veloped 





The usual puffing ingredients are fine 
powders and confer opacity to the coat- 
ing. Other puffing ingredients must be 
used for clear finishes. Not so much 
progress has been made in this direc- 
tion, but we can look forward to event- 
ual success in this field also. 

Furniture finishing technologists have 


been giving attention to fillers. Patents 
have been issued for fillers that give 
clearer colors by avoiding the use of 
muddy pigments, that give harder ef- 
fects through the use of resins instead 
of oils and that provide compatibility 
with thermosetting finishes through the 
use of thermosetting binders.

THE 1953 season for the furniture in- 
dustry started off showing very high 
batting averages. Almost like the base- 


ball teams in their spring training and 


season games, many were hit- 
ting at quite a high pace throughout 
the early months. As the summer 
markets came on and the game settled 
down many of these percentages drop- 
ped and we will find that the year will 
end with about a good average normal 
set of figures for the record books. 

There will be a number that will have 
dropped below average, and there will 
be those that kept their eye on the 
ball, stayed in training, studied their 
competition, adopted a few new tech- 
niques, improved their stance and 
making good use of all such efforts, 
kept up their batting well above the 
300 average. 

In no recent period has management 
been so aware that batting slumps can 
happen as they have been during the 
past 12 month. Many are the plans 
and strategy that has been mapped 
out by furniture and cabinet manufac- 
turers just in case competition really 
gets tough 


early 
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Reports come to us, particularly from 
the South, that these “depression proof- 
ing” plans are in various stages of com- 
pletion and that their factories will be 
in full readiness to go into action if 
it should become necessary. 

New, efficient equipment has been 
constantly added, new material han- 
dling methods have been installed and 
plant maintenance and all the rest of 
the “ball park” kept in tip top shape. 
This has been sound business judg- 
ment not only for the future planning 
but also in view of the fact that many 
of these manufacturers have been in 
the excess profit tax bracket during this 
past year. 

Probably fewer radical 
designs were brought out in 1953 than 
usual, but the lack of such “grand 
slam wallops” was more than made up 
for by the general improved beauty 
of line and look. The increased use 
of machines in producing new mould- 
ing, scoring, fluting, concaving and 
convex shaping, etc., has taken the 
plain box-like look from case pieces. 
Subtle line changes and_ functional 


changes in 
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thinking has had their effect on other 
furniture pieces that we are certain 
are appreciated by all the Mrs. Smiths 
and Mrs. Joneses. 


Somewhat ignoring furniture buyers 
demands for radical changes and some- 
thing really new that we frequently 
experience, factory production has re- 
mained in high gear during the first 
half of 1953 without the production 
slow down that is always inevitable 
when about face design and product 
changes are made that dictate complete 
new tooling and production plans. 


It is doubtful if this happy situation 
will prevail too many more months, 
however. Smarter, newer geared to 
living design changes appear almost 
a must for late ’53 or early 54, and 
furniture buyers will expect and de- 
mand many entirely new items for the 
1954 January market. 


To mention a few specific trends that 
have gained in the newer wood tech- 
nology practice in the industry, will 
be to again list the several that came 
up to the Major’s in 1952 and to report 
on their growth and progress, as well 
as to call attention to several rookies 
that aren’t yet regulars in the Big 
League, but whom we are sure will 
be very shortly. 


More and more chip board or chip 
core installations are being made in 
our plants to make use of their waste, 
and convert it into an economic core 
material for panels. This is also true in 
Canada, and the writer saw several 
early samples on a recent visit with 
Quebec and Ontario manufacturers. 


Again plastic laminated surfaces have 
gained and are making an inroad on 


wood in its natural finished state. I 
want to talk more at length on this 
because I feel this is so important that 
it will affect the specifications on fur- 
niture both for institution as well as 
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home use in the near future, and we 
cannot ignore it. 


Wood grained laminated surfaces 
seem to have jumped into the lead over 
other surface types, and the wood using 
industry should welcome this fact that 
it will offer them a number of advan- 
tages, both from a point of keeping 
people aware of the beauty that wood 
grain offers and also that it will present 
the opportunity to use the poorer lower 
grade lumber into cores for these plas- 
tic laminated panels. 


The tool and cutter industry can 
look for this to bring to the front all 
the advantages of the carbide tips for 
long lasting knives, cutters and router 
bits, that we must admit has not yet 
been universally to all our 
wood working plants, but are a must 
when machining the phenolic and 
melamine laminates.

Just as running water and the elec- 
tric range have made life 
the woman in the home, over that of 
pumping water and sweating over a 
kitchen stove, so does a plastic surface 
on table tops equally ease her house- 
keeping burden.

This demand for such a high standard 
of surface specification has naturally 
challenged and thrown in motion more 
effort on the part of the finishing in- 
dustry, and vastly improved materials 
are now being offered the wood prod- 
ucts manufacturers. Perhaps the new 
airless high pressure hot sprays will 
be the answer to the demand 


While our industry is fortunate in 
that its basic raw material continues to 
be plentiful, the cost of lumbering has 
continued to climb. This is true, even 
though we have made use of the much 
improved and mechanized equipment 
for use in the woods. For this reason it 
is doubtful if we can look for lower 
costs of lumber as a means of offering 
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our customers better values. Apparent- 
ly realizing this, a growing increase 
of dimension stock use and of sup- 
pliers has been in evidence. Here, 
closer to the source of supply, with 
greater variety of cuttings, a_ better 
utilization of lumber if possible, and a 
lower end net cost is not improbable. 
Freight “waste” is elimi- 
nated and in many cases a lower labor 
achieved in the “nearer the 
woods area” where this work is per- 
formed. There have been a large num- 
ber of furniture manufacturers that 
have taken advantage of this practice 
and it is working out very advan- 
tageously

More thought is now being given to 
Forest Tree Improvement than for- 
merly 


Spurred on by the results now being 
experienced from some of the advan- 


tages of “plantation grown” lumber 
from below the equator, our various 
government and state forest service 
groups have been giving thought to 
improved timber breeding, along with 
improved forestry practice. All this in- 
creased planning and practice should 
make for an improved and “livelier 
ball” for our game in future years. 
There is no doubt that timber as a 
crop, planned for low cost harvesting, 
can and will offer many advantages to 
our grandsons over the costly logging 
in the almost inaccessible areas where 
we now have to cut much of the 
lumber now being consumed by the 
furniture industry. 


Nineteen fifty three has also 
our league open its doors for those ball 
players heretofore on the _ outside. 
Wrought iron and other metals have 
come to play side by side with wood. 
The compatability of wood and metal 
has been proven in the many plants 
now making these lines. True, there 
have been extremes where nearly every

A year ago we mentioned that quite 
apparent was the evidence of improved 
drying practices, and the sticking and 
piling of lumber that helped reduce 
degrading losses. This year we want 
to point out that in addition to the 
above and the growing interest shown 
in the latest in modern kilns with al- 
most the last word in automatic con- 
trols, that the need of “speed on the 
lines” may drive us to make 
more use of the high temperature vapor 
drying.

There have been numerous installa- 
tions in this country of the type of high 
speed drying ovens, operating similar to 
the European Hildebrandt kiln, one of 
which is now undergoing tests at the 
Canadian Forest Products Laboratory 
at Ottawa. The R. C. Mahon Co. of 
Detroit have engineered and manufac- 
tured such drying ovens that are cap- 
able of drying one-inch birch in three 
to four hours time. 


Also not to be overlooked are a 
number of successful High Frequency 
fast drying kilns that are working suc- 
cessfully at stealing bases and scoring 
a few additional runs for their owners 
who had a “drying bottleneck” in their 
production program. 


Before going into the ninth inning 
of this 1953 furniture resume, it might 
be well to point out that as in the 
ball players’ language there are those 
that are “suckers for curves,” so we 
seem to have a weak spot in our in- 
dustry and one I would like to point 
out. 


While generally subscribing to most 
of the new and improved modern pro- 
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duction methods and equipment, many 
of us are apt to give less support to the 
technically trained men that have been 
wood fundamentals in 
schools such as Michigan, Syracuse, 
North Carolina and similar colleges 
that have courses geared to our wood 
industry needs. It is strange, but the 
majority of these graduates do not get 
signed up by our furniture manufac- 
turers. They go to play ball for other 
leagues and industries other than ours, 
and we must be losing some good talent 
to competing industries who eagerly ac- 
cept them for their team.

Training for industry is a subject on 
which it would be well for all to give 


more thought. The educators would 
also like industry’s help on this prob- 
lem if any have constructive 
thoughts or suggestions they would be 
welcomed by the educators coping with

In conclusion, we can say that gen- 
erally speaking, the furniture industry 
as a team has won its share of games 
and will have had a good normal 1953 
season. Also, aware of the not so easy 
season ahead, it will face the new 
year with the determination to go all 
out to again win many games 
possible, play its best and see that the 
old “batting average” is kept up in 1954

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DEVELOPMENTS in glues and gluing 
during 1953 may be largely character- 
ized as continuations of previously es- 
tablished trends. In last year’s review 
it was mentioned that no new wood 
glues have been introduced. This situa- 
tion continues, but it may be said that 
few glues exist today which are being 
made exactly as they were during the 
’40’s. Improvements have occurred and 
are constantly occurring in materials 
and in manufacturing processes which 
make the product better and lower in 
price. 


Improvements, then, rather than 
radical innovations, may be considered 
a major element in an appraisal of cur- 
rent wood gluing. Improvements which 
are arn accepted part of the glues and 
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gluing picture are often the result of 
years of research activity in many 
allied fields. They may comprise new 
uses for old glues, new methods of 
manufacture or shipping, new catalysts, 
new equipment for applying the glue, 
new pressing devices, new means of 
applying heat, new constructions, new 
methods for processing stock prior to 
gluing, and occasionally a new glue 
In observing the wood gluing field, it 
is best to think in terms of trends and 
to draw together those which repre-

In the lineup of wood adhesives, the 
trends which present today are 
actually of long standing. Ever 
the demand for highly durable bonds 


are 
since 
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was met by the introduction of phenolic 
glues, pressure has been on the ad- 
hesive manufacturers to improve. The 
response to this pressure is a tribute 
to the ingenuity of chemists and en- 
gineers, and an economic system which 
translates demands into fulfilment 
through efficient cooperation. There 
followed developments with such 
rapidity that adhesive users were un- 
able to keep abreast of progress. Four 
new basic types of adhesives made 
their appearance; urea, melamine, res- 
orcinol and polyvinyl acetate. Each 
contributed an important property not 
possessed by the others. 


Collectively, these glues, together 


with the older starch and protein glues, 
represented most of the characteristics 
usually desired by woodworkers. They 
covered the range of pH, reactivity, 
durability, consistency, color and cost. 
However, no one glue possessed the 
combination of properties which would 


make it a universal glue. Thus the 
seeds of improvement still exist and 
the trend continues toward the mil- 
lenium which would incorporate in one 
ready-mixed, ready-to-use glue, the 
properties of cold setting, colorless glue 
line, gap-filling, fast curing, long pot 
life, low cost and resistance to all forms 
of deterioration. 


Progress has been made in this di- 
rection. The first improvements came, 
naturally enough, by the most ex- 
pedient method. Since the desired 
properties resided in a number of dif- 
ferent glues, combining the _ glues 
should combine the properties. The 
mass blending of glues resulted in com- 
binations of certain properties such 
as cost, durability and curing charac- 
teristics. Further progress in this di- 
rection has recently been made by 
means of copolymerization, a chemical 
term indicating that different resins 
which polymerize separately, may be 
made to polymerize together during 
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manufacture. Copolymerization has 
been especially successful in the mix- 
ing of phenol and resorcinol, and urea 
and melamine. 


While adhesive blending has provided 
a wide range of quality and price, other 
properties are equally important. The 
cost of conducting a gluing operation 
depends not only on the price of the 
adhesive, but also on the with 
which a good joint may be made. In- 
creasing awareness of this fact has 
led to the demand for better handling 
properties. This is one of the outstand- 
ing advantages of polyvinyl acetate 
glues, and hence they have received 
much improvement research since their 
introduction for wood gluing. Many 
of the early shortcoming of polyvinyl 
acetate are rapidly being eliminated. 
Moisture resistance and heat resistance 
have been improved; some formula- 
tions being resistant to temperatures as 
high as 250 F. 


The combination of desirable ad- 
hesive properties is being sought in 
other resin-forming systems. Furfury] 
alcohol has been used as a modifier for 
urea for a number of years. It is re- 
ceiving increased attention since in re- 
ducing the shrinkage of the cured film, 
the glue is improved for uses where 
this factor is important, such as in 
reducing print-through of sur- 
faces on thin faces. Reducing the 
shrinkage of the glue, contributes to 
its gap-filling properties. A recently 
devised test procedure for measuring 
gap-filling properties should aid in 
further developments along this line.

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gluing job have long been a feature 
of the adhesive industry. Recently how- 
ever, there has been a sharp reduction 
in this activity because of the necessity 
for greater manufacturing efficiency 
brought on by the shrinking profit 
margins of a highly competitive indus- 
try 


The number of different formulations 
of the same general type produced by 
a given manufacturer is thus being 
reduced to a relatively few basic spe- 
cies. These are then adapted on the 
job by means of a wide assortment 
of catalysts and additives. This reduces 
the items in the inventory of both con- 
sumer and producer, and yet permits 
a high degree of versatility in manipu- 
lating properties. 


The tight competitive situation among 
adhesive manufacturers has resulted in 
many improvements, including a com- 
paratively steady price structure. In 
the face of rising costs, this has meant 
reduced profits, and this in turn has 
led to a trend of readjustments in the 
industry. A number of companies have 
cut back on adhesive production or 
have ceased entirely. Others have been 
forced to introduce economies which 
may, in the long run, inhibit the flow 
of innovations. 


Outside of adhesive manufacturing, 
several additional trends may be men- 
tioned. One is the increasing emphasis 
‘on research being shown by college, 
government and private laboratories. 
Publicizing and otherwise encouraging 
such research is an aim of the Forest 
Products Research Society. As adhes- 
ives attain greater and greater per- 
fection toward low cost, highly dur- 
able bonds, the need increases for per- 
formance tests which may be _ used 
to predict, in a short time, the service- 
ability of glued products. The Ameri- 
can Society For Testing Materials, 
Committee on Adhesives, has under- 
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taken the task of developing the in- 
formation needed to interpret the re- 
sults of test methods 


Another trend of importance is an 
upsurge in the use of electronic heating 
for curing glue joints rapidly. One of 
the advantages of electronic gluing is 
the opportunity of keying the gluing 
operation more closely into a conveyor- 
ized system. Increased knowledge of 
the many factors involved in this 
method of curing resin glues have re- 
sulted in improvements in glues, in 
the technique for applying them, and 
in the machines themselves. Previous 
causes of difficulty have been traced 
to improper preparation of stock, con- 
sistency of the glue, and conductivity 
of the glue. 


Better preparation of the wood is per- 
haps one of the most important areas 
for improvement in gluing. The use 
of high-collared rip saws, for example, 
has been found to produce superior 
joints for edge gluing than ordinary 
rip saws. Proper kiln drying of the 
lumber also contributes to the quality 
of the joint prepared for gluing by re- 
ducing the amount of distortion that 
can occur. Increased consideration of 
these two factors as people gain more 
experience with modern wood gluing, 
is having the same effect as improving 
the glues. 


Perhaps the crowning achievement of 
modern wood gluing is the lamination 
of preservative treated wood to produce 
structural timbers for the most severe 
service conditions.

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INDUSTRIAL 
RESEARCH

A REVIEW of the activities of the 
Forest Products Research Society and 
other engineering societies for the year 
1953, clearly shows progressive interest 
in the growing necessity for the utiliza- 
tion of wood waste of all kinds, and 
for the utilization of low-grade lumber 
in the manufacture of new products. 


Progress has been made in using 
thick, knotty veneers in the manufac- 
ture of a new box board. New type of 
shipping containers can be made of this 
board which was described in a recent 
issue of “Time” as follows: 


“A new boxmaking and panel material 
that combines the stiffness and strength 
of wood with the smoothness and light- 
weight of fiber cartons was brought out 
by Weyerhaeuser Timber Co. Called 
‘Ply-Veneer,’ it is made of Douglas fir 
veneer sandwiched between thin layers 
of Kraft container board. Price of 
paneling: about 3c a sq. ft.” 


Ply-Veneer consists of a relatively 
low grade veneer, generally Douglas 
fir, which has been distended by a pat- 
ended process, and which is faced with 
heavy Kraft paper on both sides. It is 
so treated at intervals that the board 
can be bent to a right angle. 


Many types of Ply-Veneer containers 
have been developed and tested by 
shippers of food, fruit and heavy hard- 
ware. The Ply-Veneer boxes will be 
available with cleats attached to the 
edges. The board is reinforced intern- 
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ally with light steel strapping. Ply- 
Veneer boxes will also be available in 
the form of flat panels without cleats 
which can be folded like ordinary slot- 
ted fiber cartons and can be shipped 
flat. The use of Ply-Veneer for fully 
cleated boxes to replace plywood is also 
being developed in view of the fact that 
the new board is comparable to plywood 
in its strength and resistance to punc- 
ture. It costs less than plywood. 


Great interest continues in the work 
that is being done to develop superior 
composite boards out of wood waste, 
such as sawdust, shavings and hogged 
wood. Boards made of particles derived 
from such raw materials have somewhat 
different physical properties than hard- 
boards made of wood fibers. For some 
of the new boards, the wood is first re- 
duced to thin flakes on special machines, 
and these are then bonded together with 
synthetic resins. In other boards the 
wood waste is used in the form of chips, 
and in still others, in the form of fine 
wood particles. In each instance the 
wood elements are bonded together with 
synthetic resins in an appropriate hot 
press. Uses for the new composite boards 
are being rapidly developed in such 
fields as underlayment under flexible 
floor coverings, cores of furniture panels 
and for doors, such as kitchen cabinet 
doors and sliding doors.

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referred to as Nu-Plywood. In the 
manufacture of this panel, wood waste 
particles are used for the core and most 
of the labor involved in the manufac- 
ture of conventional plywood is elimi- 
nated. The resultant panel has substan- 
tially the same strength and other phy- 
sical properties as conventional ply- 
wood, Panels of commercial size have 
been made and equipment for small 
scale manufacture is now being perfec- 
ted. Nu-Plywood panels made of such 
woods as Phillipine mahogany, gum and 
birch can apparently be made at no 
greater manufacturing cost than Doug- 
las fir plywood, The panels have one- 
piece veneer faces. 

Considerable progress was made dur- 
ing the year in the development of a 
process for manufacturing a fireproof 
wallboard out of wood strands derived 
from sawmill waste, such as slabs and 
edgings. A machine has been built for 
operation on a laboratory scale which 
produces such boards in a continuous 
operation. The raw materials enter the 
machine at one end, and the completed 
board emerges at the other end in a 
period of from six to eight minutes. 
The resultant board is from %%” to *4” 


thick. It will not burn. The total manu- 
facturing cost of the *4” fireproof wood 
strand board, including material, labor 
and overhead, when produced on a 
commercial scale, is estimated to be 
only about three cents per sq. ft. 
Further work was done during the year 
with considerable success in the utili- 
zation of very low grade lumber, such 
as No. 4 Douglas fir, for the manufac- 
ture of a basically new type of exterior 
sheathing for low cost housing. The 
resultant house siding is acclaimed to be 
very attractive. It eliminates all surface 
nailing, and while it may seem miracu- 
lous, there is no evidence of either hori- 
zontal or vertical joints! Tests made to 
date, indicate that about three-fourths 
of a sq. ft. of the siding can be produced 
per board foot of No. 4 lumber. The 
sheating or siding is painted when used 
for house exteriors, or when used for 
decorative purposes indoors it may be 
varnished. If the further commercial 
development of this product should 
substantiate the present evidence as to 
low cost, it would appear that this siding 
may become a revolutionary product for 
manufacture by the lumber industry.

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In ten short years, the factory pro- 
duction of homes has come a long way. 
One of every twenty five new non- 
farm dwelling units built in the United 
States since 1946 has been a prefab- 
ricated home. In the areas where the 
industry first started, the rate is much 
higher. In Columbus, Ohio, for ex- 
ample, one-fifth of all homes being 
constructed today are prefabricated. 
This is one of many communities 
where builders erecting factory-made 
housing are doing 20 percent or more 
of the new homes. 


Of equal importance, prefabricators 
in this period have pioneered the way 
for acceptance of many technical im- 
provements in housing construction 
They have played a leading role in 
bringing better designs and values into 
the lower cost field. A most note- 
worthy development has been the 
steady improvement made in the de- 
sign and quality of prefabricated 
homes. One has merely to compare the 
factory-made homes on the market 
today with those of ten years ago to 
realize this advancement and to get an 
idea of what the future progress can 
be when the industry has another 
decade of experience behind it. 


As prefabrication begins its second 


decade, these accomplishments are 
fairly widely recognized. The industry, 
however, is entering a highly competi- 
tive period that brings new challenges. 
It must reckon with the big improve- 
ment in the site-fabrication methods 
of the conventional builder. A group 
of lumber dealers, as another example, 
has announced a low cost home pack- 
age service to combat what they de- 
scribe as the “menace of prefab com- 
petition.” What this all adds up to is 
that competition will be keener than 
at any time in the industry’s experi- 
ence. 


The prefabrication industry can enter 
this period confidently. One reason, 
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among many which cannot be taken up 
here due to space limitations, is the 
increased emphasis on cooperative ef- 
forts by the manufacturers through 
P.H.M.I. on matters of common in- 
terest. In addition to the existing in- 
dustry-wide programs in such fields 
as uniform cost accounting, construc- 
tion standards, advertising, etc., a new 
engineering, design and research com- 
mittee has been organized. Its functions 
include the improvement of home de- 
signs and planning for better family 
living, and a complete study of tech- 
nical advances in manufacturing and 
distribution and construction for bet- 
ter values in prefabricated homes. 


Another new project in the indus- 
try’s expanding program is the launch- 
ing this month of a monthly industry 
publication, “PF—The Magazine of Pre- 
fabrication,” which will disseminate 
helpful information to all those con- 
nected with the industry. It will also 
carry prefabrication’s story to build-

LAST year was an important year to 
those concerned about the industrial 
accident problem in the various wood- 
working industries. National Safety 
Council members again showed that 
woodworking plants need not have high 
accident rates. 


However, the lowered accident rate 
of National Safety Council members 
makes more glaring the widespread 
lack of interest throughout much of the 
woodworking industry concerning the 
prevention of industrial accidents. 


NSC members for 1952 reported an 
injury frequency rate (the number of 
injuries per million manhours worked) 
of 16.27 for the woodworking industry 
(including furniture manufacturing, 
sash and door, millwork and miscella- 
neous woodworking). It was down 17 
percent from the 1951 rate. The wood- 
working industry reduced its severity 
rate (number of days charged per 1,000 
hours worked) 13 percent during the 
same period. 


NSC lumber industry members for 
1952 reported a frequency rate of 35.48, 
down 18 percent from 1951. The severity 
rate of 3.36 was down 26 percent for 
1952. Our lumber industry statistics 
cover logging, wood preserving and 
sawmilling. The United States Bureau 
ef Labor Statistics reports consider- 
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ably higher injury rates for both lum- 
ber and woodworking than does the 
National Safety Council. 


Then there are the thousands of firms 
that do not even know what their 
safety performance is, since they do 
not keep records by the standard meth- 
od. Suffice it to say, however, that 
lumber has a higher injury frequency 
rate than any other industry reporting 
to the National Safety Council! It is 
even higher than coal mining—even 
though coal mining has received con- 
siderable publicity for being an ex- 
tremely hazardous industry. Wood- 
working plants likewise have too high 
an accident rate, exceeded only by con- 
struction, quarrying, marine transpor- 
tation, metal mining, coal mining and 
lumber.

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It is readily apparent from these 
figures that the safety record of both 
the woodworking and lumber industries 
leaves much to be desired. Public 
opinion is gradually developing against 
those industries with the highest ac- 
cident rates, as is shown by the passage 
of federal legislation last year placing 
the coal mining industry under regula- 
tion of the federal government as fai 
as safety is concerned. We believe that 
the best way to achieve true industrial 
safety is the voluntary way 


More than forty years ago aroused 
public opinion caused the enactment of 
state laws placing a legal obligation up- 
on employers, requiring that they fur- 
nish a safe place of work and that they 
provide workman’s compensation insur- 
ance for workers injured in their oper- 
ations, regardless of fault. Down 
through the years compensation laws 
have become increasingly liberal and 
safety laws increasingly strict. There 


is only one way to solve the high ac- 


cident rate problem outside of the 
framework of more strict federal or 
state legislation and that is to prevent 
accidents. 

Also, the fact that more and more 
companies in all types of business, 
have proved that accidents can be pre- 
vented puts those companies without 
safety programs in an increasingly dif- 
ficult position. 


Some outstanding safety records re- 
ported to the National Safety Council 
have proved that the woodworking in- 
dustry can have as low an accident 
rate as other manufacturing industries. 
For example, Curtis Companies, Inc., 
Clinton Division, Clinton, Iowa reported 
3,634,107 injury-free manhours. The 
Mengel Company, 12th Street Plant, 
Louisville, Kentucky reported 3,388,430 
injury-free manhours. Brown-Forman 
Distillers Corporation, Blue Grass 
Cooperage Division reported 1,825,600 
injury-free manhours. Koppers Com- 
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pany, Wood Preserving Division, 
Houston, Texas reported 1,128,357 
injury-free manhours. Wood-Mosiac 
Company, Sawmill, Division, Louisville, 
Kentucky reported 1,054,948 injury- 
free manhours. No logging operations 
have reported world records such as 
these, but there are firms that report 
to us each year injury frequency rates 
of from 10 to 20, which is less than 
one-fourth the average of National 
Safety Council members. 


What are the reasons that all indus- 
try is stepping up its efforts for im- 
proved industrial safety programs? The 
first reason, of course, is the humani- 
tarian one. It is the American way to 
value the life of the individual and to 
see to it that he is not hurt. 


Safety programs are good business 
by leading to increased efficiency and 
production as well as lowered work- 


mans compensation insurance rates. 


Safety is good public relations. It is 
worth untold dollars to any firm to 
be considered in its own community as 
a safe place to work—a place to work 
that is safer than even being at home 


Safety is good employee relations 
More and more labor unions are con- 
sidering safety a working condition 
and making it a matter for collective 
bargaining. Companies that have not 
done much yet about occupational 
safety can expect the labor unions 
they deal with to one of these days 
request a meeting to discuss a better 
safety program. 


Firms interested specifically in the 
financial aspects of safety and how a 
safety program can reduce workman's 
compensation insurance rates will be 
interested to know that these rates are 
set state by state, usually by a state 
rating bureau to which the insurance 
companies report their losses for the 
different industries covered by their

insurance. Then the rates each year 
are based upon the cost trends and go 
up or down directly in proportion to 
the trends established by the various 
companies in these particular indus- 
tries. We know of specific cases, where 
certain industries—some of them in 
woodworking and allied industries— 
have reduced the manual rate by state 
wide joint action, usually coordinated 
through an association. In addition, a 
firm is usually entitled to a discount 
of manual rate for excellent safety 
performance. We know of a number of 
associations that have reduced their 
over-all accident rates 50 to 80 percent 
over a five-year period and have re- 
ceived corresponding reductions in 
compensation insurance rates. 

In addition, other expensive losses 
in connection with industrial accidents 
are items such as loss of production due 
to one or more machines being shut 
down, damage to machines or the prod- 
uct, cost of hiring and training re- 
placement employees, disruption of 
operations due to other employees be- 
ing upset and sometimes loss of busi- 
ness due to failure to meet production 
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schedules. The approach to this in- 
dustrial injury problem that is cur- 
rently making the greatest progress is 
that of companies working together 
through their trade associations to 
spread the safety idea and the know- 
how to operate effective safety pro- 
grams. Just recently the National As- 
sociation of Furniture Manufacturers 
has instituted a comprehensive safety 
program. Several other woodworking 
associations are considering such pro- 
grams. 


Perhaps the best woodworking safety 
program on the continent is that of the 
British Columbia Lumber Manufac- 
turers Association which has reduced 
its industrial accident rate nearly 70 
percent in seven years. The Pacific 
Coast Association of Pulp and Paper 
Manufacturers has reduced its accident 
rate 81 percent in seven years. Both 
associations report substantial savings 
in compensation costs. This method of 
attack has been so effective and has 
proved of such interest that the Na- 
tional Safety Council has staff members 
assigned full time to assisting associa- 
tions getting such programs started. 


Of course, each firm must do its 
own safety job. Our illustration lists 
the seven steps required for a success- 
ful single company safety program. 
Item No. 1—and all important—is that 
of management leadership, likened in 
the illustration to the locomotive of 
a train. Without this leadership con- 
stantly driving ahead and giving force- 
ful direction no safety program can 
be successful. A serious pitfall in some 
managements—and one that every firm 
should be cautioned against—is that 
too many companies decide to start 
a safety program, and then instead of 
starting with item No. 1 shown above, 
they start with item No. 2. That is, they 
hire a staff, assign responsibility and 
tell them to go ahead and run the 
program.

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waste of personnel and money. The 
only successful safety programs are 
those where top management takes 
a dynamic part in directing the pro- 
gram. National corporations known to 
be well-managed and profitable and 
with good safety programs such as 
General Motors, Firestone, Ford, United 
States Steel, du Pont, Republic Steel 
and others—all have this quality of 
top management leadership and that 
is why their programs are successful. 
Of course, management must assign 
responsibility for carrying out the de- 
tails of the program but top manage- 
ment must be a part of that program, 
must participate in it, must back up 
the staff, must insist upon high class 
safety performance and must reaffirm 
its leadership whenever required. Man- 
agement must maintain discipline with- 
in its entire safety organization and 
must insist upon results—or the de- 


sired results will not be forthcoming. 


What can your firm do about start- 
ing a sound safety program if you 
don’t have one? There are many 
sources for assistance. There are no 
secrets in safety, and almost invariably 
even your most active competitor will 
be glad to help you solve your safety 
problems. The insurance company that 
handles your workman’s compensation 
insurance has a safety department that 
will be glad to give you such help as 
you require. Most industrial states have 
State Labor Departments that offer a 
safety service to industry without 
charge. It is worth checking into. Then 
there is the National Safety Council, 
425 North Michigan Avenue, Chicago 
11, Illinois, which will be glad to send 
any firm the basic information and de- 
tails necessary for starting a safety 
program. 





UTILIZATION 
and CONSERVATION 
By F. A. Strenge 





Technical Editor 
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ANYONE who has ever looked at a 
stand of timber with the speculative 
eye of a lumberman can not help but 
be impressed by the large proportion 
of trees that are, one way or another, 
something short of ideal as far as po- 
tential lumber yield goes. They’re either 
too young or too old, too scraggly or 
too bent, too limby or too decrepit. Old 
trees tend toward illnesses that become 
all too evident in the lumber as internal 
decay. Yeung trees grow with lots of 
knot-forming branches and so thickly 
that, in the competition for crown and 
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root room, many become stunted and 
misshapen, or eventually die off. 

Much of the remaining old growth 
forest in the United States contains 
many over-ripe trees. Much other forest 
land, however, is badly crowded with 
young trees. And then there are the 
vast areas that are critically under- 
stocked with desirable species. How to 
bring these forest lands into condition 
to produce needed timber of good quali - 
ty at a faster rate is a problem that 
confronts conservationists and utiliza- 
tion experts alike.

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On denuded lands, the problem is one 
of planting trees—investing in future 
productivity of the land. In over-ripe 
old growth or in over-crowded young 
second growth lands, however, all pos- 
sible advantage needs to be taken of the 
available timber. Obviously, overma- 
ture timber that has stopped growing 
and is deteriorating needs to be re- 
moved so that thrifty young stock can 
replace it; likewise, thick stands of 
young trees need to be thinned so that 
remaining trees can grow to sawtimber 
and veneer-bolt size. But to do this is 
prohibitively costly—unless use can be 
made of the timber removed. To an 
increasing extent, then, the institution 
of good conservation on our forests 
hinges on utilization. 


Of course, conservation and utiliza- 
tion go hand in hand in other ways as 
well. The more effectively we utilize 
wood, cutting down waste in manufac- 
ture and making wood products serve 
better and longer, the better we con- 
serve the forests we have. In fact, 
looked at in this way, good utilization 
is conservation. 


The improvement of our forests, how- 
ever, is basic to our national well-being. 
We can’t wait for nature to do the job 
of reforesting alone. She takes many 
years to grow a tree, much longer to 
re-establish a well balanced forest, un- 
less given a lot of help. 


How successfully are we meeting this 
challenge by better utilization? To get 
some answers, let’s look first at the 
comparatively small amount of over- 
mature forests we have left. Most of this 
is to be found in the Douglas fir region 
of the Pacific Northwest, where a fung- 
us known as “fomes pini” has infected 
a lot of old growth timber. These trees 
rather than producing new wood an- 
nually, are actually deteriorating. They 
need to be salvaged to make room for 
young stock. 
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Research on ways to use infected 
Douglas fir has opened a number of 
avenues for its utilization. For example, 
strength tests at the U.S. Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory, Madison, Wisconsin, 
have shown that lumber containing 
limited amounts of infected wood can 
be used for studs, sheathing and sub- 
flooring of houses in a grade equiva- 
lent to No. 3 Common as established by 
knots and other growth characteristics. 
The chief requirement is that it be 
properly seasoned. Infected lumber, 
tests showed, dries faster than sound 


wood. 


For sheathing and certain types of 
house paneling, infected Douglas fir has 
been found perfectly suitable. In fact, 
its characteristic “white pockets” have 
been featured for their decorative value 
for interior walls. White pocket veneer 
has been experimentally produced and 
glued successfully, at the U. S. Forest 
Products Laboratory and elsewhere, in- 


to plywood. Such plywood is being in- 
vestigated by manufacturers on a pro- 
duction scale. White pocket Douglas fir 


may well find popular acceptance 
equaling that long enjoyed by pecky 
cypress, another fungus infected wood. 


The suitability of white pocket 
Douglas fir for pulpwood has also been 
experimentally explored. This infected 
pulpwood was made into an acceptable 
corrugating board for containers. Liner 
boards, while somewhat low in strength, 
were also considered suitable for some 
container uses; and, when blended 
with western hemlock or Sitka spruce 
sulfate pulps, the strength of the liners 
was improved. Thus, the way has been 
pointed out for utilizing considerable 
quantities of infected wood for this 
expanding market. 


Insect-killed timber in our forests 
also presents utilization problems in 
certain areas. An example is the bug- 
killed Engelmann spruce that covers 
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thousands of acres of forest land in 
Colorado, Wyoming and other western 
states. Many of these trees contain 
wood of high quality—the cause of their 
death is largely irrelevant in this re- 
spect. The problem in isolated areas is 
not, of course, one of technical utiliza- 
tion alone. It also involves the econom- 
ics of shipping the wood to distant 
markets. In many cases, however, the 
economic problem is alleviated by cur- 
rent good prices for lumber, pulpwood, 
poles, crossties and the like. Often the 
dissemination of technical information 
about possible uses of such timber 
stimulates its utilization. Such dissemi- 
nation is now being done, for example, 
for Engelmann spruce by the Forest 
Service. 


The problem of utilizing young sec- 
ond growth, especially on eastern 
forests, is frequently complicated by 
the diversity of species present—hard- 
woods as well as softwoods. Again it is 
in large part a problem of economics. 
How small a tree can you cut and 
haul to a mill for any purpose at a 
profit? Such questions are closely in- 
terwoven with the technical ones con- 
cerning what the species is useful for, 
whether species must be segregated or 
can be used in mixture, etc. 


Laminating is one big hope for 
utilization of small second growth. 
Practical laminating is, indeed, being 
tried out for lumber sizes as small as 
the ubiquitous 2x4—gluing together 
1x4s to make it, since many mills have 
excess production of 1x4s. And, of 
course, the practical limits on large 
sizes go far beyond anything that our 
best forests can yield in the way of 
solid timbers. 


The advantages of laminating are be- 
coming well known as experience with 
highly water resistant glues demon- 
strates the excellent durability of lam- 
inated. timbers under any use condi- 
tions. Preservative treated lumber, re- 
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search has showed, can be_ success- 
fully laminated for use where the 
decay hazard is high—thus permitting 
unlimited sapwood to be used under 
such conditions. 


Statistical analyses have cleared the 
way for use of common lumber in 
laminated structural timbers without 
such heavy penalties for defects as are 
imposed for solid timbers of compar- 
able grade. It has been found that the 
knots and other characteristics of Com- 
mon grades are so dispersed among 
laminations through the piece that their 
strength reducing effects are consider- 
ably lessened. Statistical data are now 
available for the grades of Select Struc- 
tural and No. 1 and No. 2 Common in 
Douglas fir and western hemlock, and 
for No. 1 and No. 2 Dimension and 


Board grades in southern yellow pine. 


The enormous increase in consum- 
ption of wood fiber products, notably 
paper, container board, and structural 
fiberboards, has opened new markets 
for young second growth. Technical re- 
search in the pulp and paper fields has 
broadened the species base for such 
products to include many hardwoods 
that grow densely on much cutover 
land in dire need of thinning. Thus, 
we see the once despised aspen of the 
Lake States now in heavy demand for 
container board, along with heavier 
hardwoods like beech, elm, maple, 
birch, oak. The Forest Products Labo- 
ratory’s research has showed that cer- 
tain products can be made from pulp 
of these species or practically any com- 
bination of them. The semi-chemical 
process devised by the laboratory for 
pulping these hardwoods is being wide- 
ly adopted by industry. 


The economic problems of bringing 
cull timber out of the woods are being 
attacked on various lines. One of the 
most interesting is the use of portable 
chippers set up right in the woods. 
In this way, not only small and mis-

operation, can be turned into fodder 

for the fiber mills. Everything is ship- 

ped out in one easily transported form 
wood chips. 


The products made from wood chips 
have a great many uses, among them 
dissolving pulps from which, by the 
wizardry of chemistry, we get cello- 
phane, photographic film, plastics and 
synthetic fiber cloth, among other 
things. But even paper is demonstrating 
its usefulness in making the knotty 
lumber from second growth trees more 
useful. Paper overlays on No. 2 Com- 
mon pine siding, for instance, have 
showed up remarkably well in test 
panels painted and placed outdoors at 
the Forest Products Laboratory in 


Madison, Wis., for weathering tests. 
The lumber used contains such things 
as sound resinous knots, spike knots, 
and splits up to 1/16” wide—all of 
which are hidden by the resin treated 
paper used for the overlays. 

Other combinations of solid wood 
and wood fiber sheet materials are 
being tried—indeed, some are being 
marketed. All testify to the value of 
research in finding uses for the great 
quantities of timber that even a few 
years ago seemed to be _ hopelessly 
choking our young forests. It can con- 
fidently be expected that the quicken- 
ing pace of forest products research 
will bring even heavier technical guns 
to bear in our attacks on our conser- 
vation problem in future years—thus 
welding even more strongly the bond 
between conservation and utilization.

LAMINATING

THE use of the laminating process in 
producing wood products was expanded 
considerably during 1953. Technical im- 
provements in the process as well as 
the development of new products are 
responsible for this expansion. 

The development of a technique for 
the gluing of treated wood is one of 
the more significant achievements in 
wood laminating. It made possible the 
design and construction of three all- 
wood prototype truck bodies during the 
past year. These bodies designed and 
built by the Timber Engineering Com- 
pany, in cooperation with the Army 
Ordnance Corps and Corps of Engi- 
neers, embody the most modern 
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methods of manufacture. All of the 
wood in the bodies was pressure treated 
with an oil-borne preservative and 
glued with a fully waterproof glue; thus 
two of the biggest problems encoun- 
tered in World War II truck bodies 
were overcome. 

In addition, the design of the bodies 
was such that maximum strength for 
minimum weight was achieved. After 
the bodies were mounted on 6 x 6 Army 
truck chassis, they were turned over to 
the Ordnance Corps for extensive test- 
ing at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds. 
After three months of testing, the trucks 
are in exceptionally good condition.

nized by the lumber industry and a re- 
search program has been authorized. 


The laminating of wood for marine 
use has expanded during the year. Ap- 
proximately 20 shipyards and other 
contractors are now engaged in this 
special and exacting laminating opera- 
tion. The use of wood in marine con- 
struction will expand further through 
the technical development of the gluing 
of preservative-treated wood. The first 
step in this direction was the issuance 
by the Bureau of Ships of a military 
specification on pressure-treated oak. 
Plans are under way to introduce the 
preservative-treated laminated wood 
into ship construction. 


The development of steam bending 
preservative-treated laminated wood 
into ship frames and similar members 
has reached the state where full size 
blanks have been bent at shipyards with 
good success. 


The Navy is refining its quality con- 
trol procedures to insure adequate test- 
ing of laminated members at a mini- 
mum cost. The adoption by the Navy 
of a systematic quality control opera- 
tion is a significant step in the applica- 
tion of modern quality control methods 
to wood production. Commercial plants, 
who manufacture laminated products 
for civilian use, also are instituting 
quality control testing programs in their 
operations. 


Some of the laminating work per- 
formed for the Armed Forces is of 
classified nature, thus cannot be de- 
scribed here, but the techniques being 
developed will be of great benefit to the 
entire wood products industry.

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SEASONING 
By R. C. Rietz

WOOD seasoning progress in 1953 is 
highlighted by the activities of the dry 
kiln clubs and associations. The engineer 
in charge of the seasoning of wood at 
a sawmill or the technician in charge of 
wood moisture content control at a 
wood fabricating factory finds that the 
discussion on drying, storage and handl- 
ing of lumber at the meetings of these 
groups is very beneficial. The value of 
these group meetings to industry has 
been recognized, and country-wide the 
owners and managers of sawmills, con- 
centration yards, sash and door plants, 
furniture factories, and other wood pro- 
ducing and wood using industries have 
supported the objectives of the kiln 
clubs and encourage their employees 
to join and attend meetings. Lumber- 
men and fabricators, through their trade 
associations, have helped to keep the 
club activities going and in some in- 
stances have provided services of one 
kind or another, including financial as- 
sistance. 


The objectives of a dry kiln club or 
association vary from one region to an- 
other, but generally the men are inter- 
ested in finding out how they can im- 
prove their seasoning operations. Some 
groups set up research projects for 
themselves and report findings at their 
meetings. All groups are interested in 
getting progress reports on research 
studies being conducted at federal, state 
and private laboratories. Plant visits, to 
see how the other fellow is doing the 
job, are often scheduled as part of the 
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meeting program. Panels or question 
and answer session, both formal and 
informal, are programmed to bring the 
available information and experience to 
bear on specific problems. All these 
methods of programming, irrespective 
of whether the meeting is called a clinic 
or a conference, combine to help the 
kiln men and those at the plant respon- 
sible for wood moisture control. The 
kiln club idea fosters the exchange of 
information for the benefit of all. The 
result is obvious: improved seasoning 
performance, whether it is air drying, 
a combination of air drying and kiln 
drying, or kiln drying only, or the pro- 
per storage and handling of dried wood 
products. Having attended a number of 
kiln club meetings in the past two years 
in the west, south, southeast, east, and 
midwest, I am convinced that these 
groups offer an exceptional opportunity 
for putting into almost immediate effect 
the results of research or the knowledge 
gained by experience and contacts with 
others. The men attending these kiln 
club meetings are very interested in im- 
proving drying methods and procedures, 
and many of the men are encouraged 
by plant management to try out ideas 
presented at group meetings. By no 
means is the membership of these 
groups limited to dry kiln engineers. 
Owners, managers, plant superinten- 
dents and others are members as well 
and attend the meetings along with 
their dry kiln men.

Kiln Engineers Club of Memphis, Tenn 
A group of dry kiln engineers also or- 
ganized in St. Louis, shortly after the 
Memphis group was well underway, and 
they affiliated with the Memphis organ- 
ization. Our records do not show when 
the Memphis dry kiln engineers club 
was first organized, but they were very 
active in the early 1930's. In one of their 
bulletins, the purpose of the organiza- 
tion was stated as follows: “Our club 
was organized for the purpose of help- 
ing the dry kiln operators. If you are 
wrestling with a proposition that has 
you down and you feel like a little help 
would come in handy, please do not 
hesitate to write us for a discussion of 
your troubles. Also, remember that a 
few of us fellows here in Memphis can’t 
supply all the ideas for carrying on this 
work. If you know of a good stunt, write 
us about it. You may know just the 
thing to do to help some other fellow 
out of his troubles, so pass your idea 
on to us and we shall act as the clearing 
house.” 


Thus was born the kiln-club idea. All 
active kiln club groups now have the 
same general objective. The Memphis 
dry kiln engineers club is no longer in 
existence, but the idea was good, and 
the organization of the West Coast Dry 
Kiln Club came about not many years 
later. A report of their September 11, 
1948, meeting indicates that it was their 
58th meeting. We don’t know the order 
of organization after that, but the fol- 
lowing groups are very active at the 
present time. The names of these dry 
kiln clubs and the addresses of the pre- 
sent secretaries are as follows:

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certain themes, and they ask the speak- 
ers to point their discussions toward 
that particular topic. For example, the 
theme of this year’s annual fall con- 
ference of the New England Kiln Dry- 
ing Association is “Crusade for Faster, 
Better Drying.” The meeting will piub- 
ably be attended by well over 100 men. 
The western dry kiln clubs hold a joint 
meeting each spring. This past May the 
Eastern Oregon-Southern Idaho Dry 
Kiln Club was host for a two day meet- 
ing at Boise, Idaho. Men from all over 
the western states attended and an ex- 
cellent technical program was arranged. 
The feature of these joint meetings of 
the western kiln clubs is the reporting 
of progress by the different groups re- 
presenting regions. The individual 
members cannot help but learn of some 
new methods of kiln operation or hear 
about the performance of special pieces 
of equipment that may be applied pro- 
fitably at their own plants. Enthusiasm 
is generated to do a better drying job, 
and when the ideas coming out of the 
kiln meetings show significant accom- 
plishments at the plant, the individual 
gains considerable personal satisfaction 
and the employer has obtained im- 





proved drying performance, resulting in 
increased wood utilization at lower cost. 

The kiln clubs have a definite place 
in our wood producing and wood using 
industries. They are unique in that the 
meetings are essentially vocational 
training conferences, seminars, clinics, 
or whatever else you would like to call 
them. They do not always rely on 
speeches by experts, for the exchange 
of information for and by the men 
themselves is the medium by which the 
technology of wood drying is extended. 

Seasoning progress in 1953 is not 
characterized by any new or radical 
process of drying that is going to solve 
all of the woodworker’s seasoning prob- 
lems. The kiln clubs, on the other hand, 
have made 1953 a banner year in that 
their growth reflects the increasing pro- 
fitable use of available tethnical infor- 
mation to improve the performance of 
installed equipment to the benefit of the 
industry. The industry, therefore, should 
encourage this activity by having its 
kiln engineers, yard superintendents, 
and other personnel involved in the 
wood moisture control problems associ- 
ated, through membership, with the kiln

storage by means of winches placed on 
the transfer cars. In some cases where 
there were as many as 15 men employed, 
the number was reduced to 2. Lumber 


packaged to 4 x 6 or 4 x 4 sizes is 
handled by fork lifts in and out of 
modern kilns for further processing and 
loading onto customers’ trucks. 


The so called “rough-cut line” came 
into use in most of the large furniture 
and cabinet plants. This consists in tak- 
ing the boards from a kiln car placed 
on a lumber lift, rough cutting them to 
length and then, by means of conveyor 
belts, feeding them to the automatic 
jointer, single surfacer and then glue- 
joint ripping out the defects and feeding 
by conveyor to the steam or electronic 
edge gluer. This operation is so ¢om- 
pletely mechanized that it is almost a 
complete machine in itself. 


In addition to the electronic and con- 
tinuous-feed steam edge gluers on the 
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market, two manufacturers brought out 
new steam edge gluers which pneu- 
matically clamp the stock while hot 
plates are applying heated pressure 
above and below to set the phenolic and 
urea-resin glues. The machines are cap- 
able of producing 5000 to 6000 square 
feet of glued up panels in an 8-hour 
day and are especially well adapted to 
gluing hardwood, because of greater 
clamping pressure. It is not a “cure-all’ 
for poor joints, however, as there is no 
substitute for a good straight joint 


In sanding equipment, two machines 
were bought out for face sanding curved 
chair and cabinet parts. One machine 
operates with vertical feed rolls and is 
limited in sanding width, but will sand 
a smaller radius, while the other has 
horizontal feed rolls and will sand wider 
surfaces. In both, the stock is fed straight 
through automatically, and they are a 
definite improvement hand belt

Uses—Austrian, or Slavonian oak, was 
originally called Austrian oak only. It is 
one of the mildest oaks, cuts well on the 
slicer when quarter cut and a beautiful 
figure is shown. It is cut into veneers 
mostly in Jugoslavia. 

British oak is generally yellowish- 
brown: the medullary rays show promi- 
nently when quarter cut. The plain oak is 
attractive and between this and the fully 
figured a great choice of figuring is avail- 
able. It stains, fumes and limes well. 

English oak trees are occasionally found 
with a decided brown heartwood, the 
tone varying from light tan, through the 
various shades to a rich walnut. These 
vield most beautiful veneer, which is not 
sufficiently well-known. Generally cut 
1/35” thick. When wood tends toward 
the “burry state” it is most decorative 
and gives a rich warm effect. 

Danzig oak provides an excellent brown 
color, and mild grain. 

Japanese oak is somewhat lighter in 
color than British oak, with a less pro- 
nounced figure. Japanese veneer is gen- 
erally sliced in London. 

The quality of Polish oak varies greatly, 
but the milder types which have an ex- 
cellent color are known as “Volhynia,” 
and are largely cut into veneers in Poland 
and elsewhere. 

Russian oak is somewhat darker in color 
and coarser in grain than is the Slavonian 
oak. Russian oak logs and billets are us- 
ually shipped from Memel, Riga and 
elsewhere in Russia to England where 
they are cut into veneer. 

In England there is an oak called burry 
brown o2k, also known as pollard. The

term was originally used in reference to 
brown oak, but should only be used te 
describe burrs. These burrs are stimulated 
by cutting off the main stem of the tree, 
a process known as “pollarding.” Such 
burrs have many defects which must be 
repaired. When this is done the veneers 
are sold as “prepared pollard oak.” Many 
beautiful types of veneers are available. 
It is generally cut 1/35” thick. Sizes, 3 to 
6’ long by 4” to 18” wide. The burrs 
are irregular 12” to 48” long by 8” to 20” 
wide.

Obechi is a white to pale yellow wood 
of a fairly firm texture, but with more or 
less open grain. However, the wood is so 
very soft, that it can be marked by a 
fingernail. It is very liable to become 
blue-stained and does not appear to pos- 
sess much resistance against decay. Ro- 
tary cut veneers have no distinctive figure, 
but occasional figured logs are found 
which, when quarter cut show striped 
figuration. There is considerable doubt 
as to whether the ayous of the Frencl) 
Cameroons is the same wood as _ the 
obechi of Nigeria, although many authori- 
ties believe it is. Certain French mills 
tried cutting obechi into veneer without 
success. On the other hand, plywood 
manufactured in England, using Nigerian 
obechi for faces on gaboon panels have 
had good results. According to an English 
authority, seasoned obechi is liable to 
infestation by powder-post beetles. Resin 
adhesives, properly applied, might act as 
a deterent. All these things are not ap- 
parent when the wood is in the log. This 
wood comes from the Gold Coast, Nigeria, 
Ivory Coast and the Cameroons in South 
Africa 


OKOUME 
Aucoumea klaineana 


Description—Pale red-brown in color, 
light in weight, and strong. Made into 
plywood, it is available in large sizes and 
in a great variety of thicknesses. Plywood 
is manufactured by the dry-gluing proc- 
ess on hot presses, using casein or various 
synthetic resin adhesives, mainly “kaurit” 
and “Tego.” It has a straight grain that 
takes glue well. All boards are machine- 
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scraped or sanded both sides. It is diffi- 
cult to stain, but polishes quite well. It 
is an excellent base for high quality ve 
neer or for enamel work. 


Source—Barked logs are shipped to 
Europe from Port Gentil or Libreville 
French West Africa. They are usually 10 
to 16’ long, by 2’ to 4’ in diameter. These 
logs are made into veneer and plywood 
in the following European countries: 
England, Germany, Holland, and Switzer- 
land. Three ply, 3 to 6 mm.; 5 ply, 8 to 
16 mm.; 7 ply, 19 to 22 mm.; 9 ply, 25 to 
30 mm. The outer plies are generally 
cut 1.6 mm. thick; thicker veneers 
about 2.6 mm. can be cut at additional 
cost. Panel sizes run 60”, 72”, 84”, 90”, 
96” and 120” long by 36”, 48”, 60”, 
72” and 84” wide. The largest size may 
be had in all thicknesses from 4 mm. up 
to 32 mm. 

Uses—Cross-grained multi-ply boards, 60” 
x 177” to 72” x 200” by 10 mm. thick and 
up to 32 mm. are commonly referred to 
as “shipbuilding panels,” althought they 
are used for many other purposes. All 
but English made boards are usually 
packed in protective crates. The grade, 
face side free from defects and unjointed 
up to 60” wide, is looked upon as the 
highest grade available in commercial 
quantities. Over 60” and up to 86%” 
widths permit joints. Cn the back side 
joints and/or small defects are allowed. 
This grade is used in the shipbuilding 
industry, store fixtures and better quality 
furniture manufacture for two-sided work. 
The next lower grade is used mainly for 
work which is seen one side only, such 
as wall paneling, etc. 

The third grade, where small defects 
and/or joints are allowed both sides. This 
grade makes an excellent base for good 
quality veneered work for shipbuilding. 
It is also used where large flat surfaces 
are required, which will be decorated by 
paint or enamel, such as ceilings in ships 
and large rooms.

“white mahogany.” The texture of prima- 
vera is medium to rather coarse but uni- 
form; the grain commonly is interlocked;

are present as in mahogany.

Uses—In mechanical.—properties, the 
values of primavera are generally lower 
than those for mahogany. The wood is 
easily air seasoned, dries rapidly without 
checking and shows only slight crook 
and twist.

QUEENSLAND MAPLE 
Flindersiabr ayleyana 


Description—This is also a very beautiful 
wood noted for its satiny luster, which 
combines with its flesh-pink color in a 
way not found in any other wood. When 
made into veneer from butts and 
crotches, it produces a riot of color which 
is almost indescribably lovely. The broken 
ribbon and ripple figuring found in butt 
veneers are particularly beautiful, having 
the appearance of shot silk.
